Joan  Oveson,  Pendleton,  Ore.,  will  head  the  newly-formed  cen- 
tral committee  on  rushing  procedures,  it  was  announced  today. 

The  committee,  which  will  , begin  work  immediately  will  consist 
of  Joan  James,  Rock  Springs,  Wyo.;  Don  Oscarson  and  Dick  Wil- 
kins, Provo.  Dr.  Royden  Braithwaite,  student  coordinator,  will 
serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee  and  will  vote  in  case 
of  committee  deadlocks. 


The  committee  was  officially 
organized  in  IOC’s  last  meeting 
before  the  Christmas  holidays, 
and  consists  of  two  members  af- 
filiated with  social  units  and  two 
unaffiliated  representatives.  Miss 
Oveson  and'  Mr.  Wilkins  are  the 
affiliated  members,  and  Miss 
James  and  Mr.  Oscarson  are  non- 
affiliates. 

Set  up  as  a result  of  the  find- 
ings of  *IOC’s  social  unit  commit- 
tee, the  group  will  take  over  all 
rushing  activities,  and  will  review 
all  alleged  infractions  of  rules 
and  procedures  before  passing 
cases  to  the  penal  court.

Study  Discloses  Reasons 
Students  Leave  College

Of  notable  signifcance  at  this  time  each  year  is  such  informa- 
tion as  that  presented  in  a thesis  written  by  Lillian  C.  Booth,  present- 
ly working  with  the  Counseling  Service. 

The  thesis  is  devoted  to  a study  of  reasons  for  student  mortality 
at  Brigham  Young  University  for 
the  years  1948-49.  Especially  valu- 
able information  in  the  study 
were  reasons  for  their  discontin- 
uation submitted  by  students 
leaving  the  Y. 

Those  dropping  from  college  for 
perhaps  commendable  reasons 
(in  percentages)  were:  completed 
degree,  seven  per  cent;  mission, 

13  per  cent;  and  marriage,  18  per 
cent. 

Circumstances  beyond  the  con- 
trol of  the  university,  or  of  the 
individual  concerned  resulted  in 
a 13  per  cent  loss — six  per  cent 
being  needed'  at  home,  and  seven 
per  cent  leaving  because  of  poor 
health. 

Others  registered  the  following 
motives  for  discontinuation:  fi- 


nances, 18  per  cent;  dissatisfield 
with  school,  2.1  per  cent;  lack  of 
interest,  2.1  per  cent;  insufficent 
educational  offering,  two  per 
cent;  dissatisfied  with  instruction, 
two  per  cent;  and  miscellaneous, 
10.8  per  cent. 

These  statistics  may  seem  to  be 
lifeless  at  first  glance.  Yet,  the 
Arabic  numerals  and  percentage 
signs  compounded  here  indicate 
many  sad  experiences  incurred 
by  some  of  our  former  co-stu- 
dents. 

In  order  that  the  mortality 
among  Y students  ftiay 1 remain 
as  low  as  possible,'  let’s  all  re- 
solve to  make  BYU  closer  to  what 
it  ought  to  be — and  that  includes 
studentbody,  faculty,  and  admin- 
istration.

Provo  Bus  Services 
Begin  Campus  Run 

Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents should  do  less  walking  win- 
ter quarter. . 

Beginning  January  1,  the  city 
of  Provo  hds  bus  service.  The 
new  line  will  run  every  half  hour 
between  downtown  and  Eighth 
North  at  Seventh  East,  just  a 
block  from  the  social  hall.  The 
fare  for  students  will  be  10  cents 

“I  christen  this  bus  line  the 
Provo-Orem  Bus  Lines,”  uttered 
by  La  Von  Brown,  Miss  Utah  of 
1953,  officially  opened  the  bus 
line. 

Also,  at  the  inauguration  cere- 
monies were  city  officials  and 
Ben  E.  Lewis,  assistant  treasurer 
of  BYU.  Mr.  Lewis  represented 
the  university,  which  had  sup- 
ported the  drive  for  city  bus  ser- 
vice. He  said  that  the  university’s 
7000  students  “had  dreamed  of 
this  moment.  The  system  will  be 
a real  service  to  the  university, 
and  you  can' be  sure  our  students 
will  support  the  system.” 

Public  support  of  the  new  bus 
line  is  important  as  the  service 
has  been  launched  on  a 90-day 
trial  basis. 

From  University  and  Center 
Street,  the  bus  will  travel  east  on 
Center  to  Seventh  East,  north 
to  Sixth  North,  east  to  Ninth 
East,  north  to  Eighth  North,  west 
to  University  Avenue,  and  south 
to  Center  street. 

Beginning  at  6:30  a’.m.,  Monday 
through  Saturday,  the  Northeast 
bus  will  leave  on  20-minute  sched- 
ules from  Center  and  1st  East, 
will  go  east  on  Center  Street  to 
7th  East,  north  on  7th  East  to 
6th  North,  east  on  6th  North  to 
9th  East,  north  on  9th  East  to  8th 
North  to  University  Avenue  and 
south  on  University  Avenue  to 
Center  Street.  After  7:15  p.m., 
schedules  will  be  once  each  hour. 
Busses  will  not  run  on  Sundays 
or  holidays.
